Charlotte Stewart was the chair 
lady for the evening. She told 
those present that the League was 
preparing a booklet on the Schools 
which would be available to the 
public soon, 

Speakers were Walter Pierce, 
Supt. of Schools; Mrs Patricia 
Gagnon, Director of Family Liv- 
ing and Sex Education; Jeremy 
Sinn, new Librarian of Wilming- 
ton, and Kenneth Breen, president 
of the Wilmington Teachers As- 
sociation. 

Messrs Slinn and Breen, being 
new to their positions, talked gen- 
erally on their aims and pro- 
grams for the coming year, 

Mrs Gagnon told of the two 
programs now in process at the 
North and West Intermediate 
Schools. The “Thrust of Family 
Living’ program for the future 
will be in the area of adult edu- 
cation, She also said that a Cur- 
riculum Committee is being 
formed for the High School, 

The programs, she said, have 
shown that the students are now 
more relaxed and comfortable, 
and that lines of communication. 
have been opened, between stu- 
dents and parents, 

Supt. of School Pierce spoke 
of the projections of the School 
Department, 

In the future, he said, changes 
may well be seen in the school 
day. I is possible that the 
High School programs will be 
lengthened, and follow more

Old discardef refrigerators 
are a problem, No householder 
knows just what to do with them, 
other than to take off the doors, 


Tefrigerators by the roadside, 
The assumption is that, because 
it's in Wilmington, it came from 
a Wilmington home, The fact 
is, that It generally comes from 
some other community, Wil- 
mington police have tracked down 


such bulky things as refrig- 
Others have special 
charges, The Saugus Dump, for 
instance, which frequently is in 
the headlines ofthe Boston papers 
charges $6 each for refrigerat- 
ors, furniture, bedsprings, and 
washing machines, 

Ih the Wilmington Town Dump 
there is a special place for 
refrigerators, Householders can 
get rid of them, {f they will be 
kind enough to dump them in the 
right place--not at the ‘face’, as 
one calls the place where most 
rubbish is deposited, There is 
Perhaps a little salvageable metal 
‘but the operator doesn’t make any 
real profit, He is willing to 
give them away to anyone who 
wants them for that purpose, 

The main idea is to keep the 
Wilmington Dump clean, 

Clarence Spinazola, who owns 
the town dump, operates it under 
contract with the Wilmington 
Board of Health, He ts paid 
$23,000 a year for his services 
a price that has not been 
increased for several years, in 
Spite of rising costs, 

Last year, the Board of Health 
took steps to insure the contin- 
uance of the Town Dump, by ex- 
cluding all but normal household 
rubbish from their contract with 
Mr He can and does 
charge Wilmington industries for 
using the dump, but there is no 
charge to the householder, 

The householder, however 
must pay attention to the rules 
Some don’t want to, They argue 
that they can dump their bed- 
springs anywhere, their refrig- 
erators anywhere, Some become 
abusive, Some of them, with off- 
ficial connections, flash badges, 
and tell Clarence that they will 
take him to court, 

You might as well bark at 
the Moon, The Board of Health 
backs him up--it’s the only way 
to not only keep costs down, but 
to maintain a clean dump,

Vandalism 


Vandals drained the gas from 
the tanks of eight school buses, 
sometime during the night of 
April 5th,, and then put sand and 
sugar into the tanks,

Interior damages, to the High 
School, and the West Intermed- 
fate School have been extensive, 
The damages include such things 
as pulling the public address 
Speakers from the walls, tearing 
off fire extinguishers, and da- 
maging electric light switches, 

Damages to the interior walls 
in one of the tolflets in the West 
School were such that two men 
took three days to repair them, 

Fred Jaeschke, Supt, of Public 
Buildings, has said that the last 
winter was the worst, yet, for 
damages to buildings -' and he is 
not looking forward to the sum- 
mer time, when there are often 
protracted periods of vandalism 
in many of the schools,~ 

The Wilmington police, too, 
have increasing tales of vandal- 
ism, R used to be that the big 
Joke was to place broken bottles 
standing up behind the stores, in 
hopes of causing flat tires to the 
police cruisers, during inspec- 
tion trips, Now the bottles are 
being placed out in the streets, 
to cause annoyance to the unwary

School Committee Discussion 

As could be expected, the 
School Committee was unhappy 
over the vandalism to the buses, 
John Brooks, chairman, in the 
April 9th meeting, said that he 
wished that the members of the 
Student School Committee could 
be present for such a discussion 
as he would like to explore with 
them the problem, ‘This is their 
school’ he said, 

Miss Imbimbo said that for 
every one student who did some- 
thing like this, 50 to 100 were

‘A co-ordinator for the High

school building process, 

Assistant Principals are need- 
ed to deal basically with the 
problems of discipline, and also 
to assist the principals in all 
phases of the school, andtoover- 
see the intra~mural and pupil 
activites, 

There was an involved discus- 
sion on the possibility of an in- 
ternship program, for assistant 
principals, The committee ex- 
pressed fears that the better 
teachers would be attracted tothe 
new jobs, and thus the schools 
would lose the value of their ex- 
perience as teachers, Pierce 
told them the only way to avoid 
this was to pay them adequate 
salaries, 

The committee approved of 
his proposals, and instructed him 
to work up some jobdescriptions 
and post thepositions,
